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February  -  The  month  we  observe 
the  birthdays  of  our  two  greatest  Presi¬ 
dents  and  also  observe  the  celebration 
of  St.  Valentines  Day.  There  are  numer¬ 
ous  legends  connected  to  this  celebra¬ 
tion. 

One  legend  is  that  St.  Valentine  is 
the  name  that  was  given  to  several  saints 
and  martyrs  of  the  Christian  Church; 
another  legend  is  that  St.  Valentine 
would  deliver  food  to  the  poor  in  early 
spring  in  his  neighborhood;  another  leg¬ 
end  refers  to  St.  Valentine's  Day  to  the 
survival  of  the  roman  Festival 
"Lupercalia"  and  the  most  known  leg¬ 
end  of  Valentine's  Days  begins  in  the  3rd 
century  with  an  oppressive  Roman  Em¬ 
peror,  Claudius  II,  and  a  humble  Chris¬ 
tian  martyr,  Valentinus. 

Claudius  had  ordered  all  Romans 
to  worship  12  gods  and  he  made  it  a 
crime  punishable  by  death  to  associate 
with  the  Christians,  but  Valentinus  ig¬ 
nored  the  threat  of  death  and  no  one  was 
going  to  keep  him  from  his  dedication 
to  the  ideals  of  Christ.  As  a  result, 
Valentinus  was  arrested  and  impris¬ 
oned.  As  the  last  weeks  of  his  life  ap¬ 
proached,  the  jailer  became  aware  that 
Valentinus  was  a  man  of  learning  and 
asked  that  his  daughter,  Julia,  could  be 
brought  to  him  for  lessons.  Julia,  blind 
since  birth,  was  a  pretty  young  woman 
now  with  a  quick  mind  and  Valentinus 
began  with  reading  the  stories  of  Rome's 
history  to  her,  describing  the  world  of 
nature,  teaching  her  arithmetic  and  tell¬ 
ing  her  about  God.  She  saw  the  world 
through  his  eyes,  trusted  in  his  wisdom, 
and  found  comfort  in  his  strength.  Julia 
wanted  to  know  if  God  really  heard  her 
prayers  and  Valentinus  said,  "Yes,  my 
child,  he  hears  each  one."  Every  morn¬ 


ing  and  every  evening,  Julia  prayed  that 
she  might  see  everything  that 
Valentinus  had  told  her  about.  "God 
does  what  is  best  for  us  if  we  will  only 
believe  in  him"  Valentinus  said.  One 
day  she  grasped  his  hand  and  they 
prayed  together.  Suddenly  there  was  a 
blinding  light  in  the  dark  prison  cell  and 
Julia  cried  out,  "Valentinus,  I  can  see!  I 
can  see!" 

On  the  eve  of  his  death,  Valentinus 
wrote  a  last  note  to  Julia,  urging  her  to 
stay  close  to  God,  and  he  signed  it  from 
your  Valentine.  His  sentence  was  carried 
out  on  the  next  day,  February  14,  270 
A.D.  near  a  gate  that  was  later  named 
Porta  Valentini,  in  his  memory.  He  was 
buried  at  what  is  now  the  Church  of 
Praxedes  in  Rome  and  Julia  herself 
planted  a  pink  blossomed  almond  tree 
near  his  grave.  Today  the  almond  tree 
remains  a  symbol  of  abiding  love  and 
friendship. 

February  14th,  St.  Valentine's  Day, 
messages  of  affection,  love  and  devotion 
and  friendship  are  exchanged  around 
the  world.  What  does  this  have  to  do 
with  numismatics?  A  great  deal.  As 
early  as  the  16th  century.  Love  Tokens 
as  we  know  them  came  into  being  in 
Great  Britain  when  the  first  use  was  to 
merely  take  a  coin  out  of  circulation  and 
bend  it  in  such  a  way  that  the  person 
receiving  it  could  not  spend  it  by  mis¬ 
take,  Then  the  suitor  or  admirer  began 
to  get  more  imaginative  and  began  to 
carve  or  engrave  a  coin.  From  there  the 
practice  really  expanded  and  with  the 
appearance  of  professional  engravers 
the  modem  Love  Token  became  very 
popular  while  expressing  the  affection

Letter  to  the  Editor . . . 


We  received  this  letter  from  Dennis 
V orley  just  prior  to  his  death  and  felt  we 
should  publish  it  as  a  tribute  to  his  life 
long  work  in  the  area  of  numismatics. 

"As  may  be  known,  I  have  for  some  time 
been  disposing  of  my  conventional  coin  col¬ 
lections.  In  addition  to  these,  I  have  made 
collections  of  articles  representing  unusual 
use  of  coins.  As  examples,  I  mention  love 
tokens,  enameled  coins,  coin  jewelry,  en¬ 
graved  C/M  coins,  boxes  (i.e.  obverse  of  one 
coin  hollowed  out  and  verses  of  another  also 
hollowed  out  and  the  two  screwed  together), 
household  articles  decorated  with  coins, 
double  headed  coins,  money  clips  and  many 
other  little  articles  fashioned  from  coins.  In 
addition,  I  have  found  such  things  as  col¬ 
lectibles,  brooches ,  mis-strokes  which  have 
escaped from  the  mint  and  other  deformities. 

Amongst  my  boxes,  I  recently  discov¬ 
ered  a  George  III  (2  pence)  which  had  initials 
engraved  on  the  reverse  section  and  two 
hearts  pierced  by  an  arrow  on  the  obverse 


half  I  had  forgotten  this  but  must  have  held 
it  back  from  my  Love  token  sale  because  it 
was  a  box  and  not  just  a  coin. 

I  zvas  interested  in  James  Sparks  article 
entitled  "Rings  &  Things  "  in  the  June,  1996 
Love  Letter  and  to  learn  how  these  rings 
were  made.  I  possess  quite  a  number,  mostly 
made  from  English  pennies  but  also  a  few 
from  cupro  nickel  coins  of  different  denomi¬ 
nations. 

One  could  go  on  and  on  about  the  "mis¬ 
use"  of  coins  and  in  fact  I  have  given  talks 
entitled  "The  Use  and  Abuse  of  Coins".  In 
these  I  have  posed  the  question  zvhether  such 
things  as  enameled  coins  with  their  un¬ 
doubted  beauty  or  attractive  pieces  of  coin 
jewelry  have  been  transformed  into  articles 
of  use  rather  that  abuse.  Likewise,  one  can 
justifiably  say  love  tokens  with  their  mes¬ 
sages  of  love  or  coins  countermarked  for 
advertisement  purposes  have  been  abused 
rather  than  used  for  a  good  purpose! 

There  are,  of  course,  two  sides  to  the 
question,  but  I  must  admit  to  arguing  in 


favor  of  "use"  rather  than  "abuse". 

If  you  wish  to  publish  this  in  a  future

between  a  man  and  a  woman.  Then  ev¬ 
eryone  decided  to  get  in  the  act  so  to 
speak,  and  engravings  began  for  other 
commemorative  purposes  such  as  re¬ 
cording  deaths,  christenings,  weddings, 
births,  military  figures,  comic,  divorce, 
marriage  love  tokens,  memorial,  por¬ 
traits,  prisoner,  religious,  sailors  and 
even  advertising  the  trades.  The  English 
tokens  reflect  the  English  philosophy, 
their  strong  traditions,  propriety,  respect 
for  one  another,  their  country  and  their 
history  and  all  of  this  is  reflected  in  the 
engravings  of  their  tokens.  Each  token 
telling  a  brief  story  or  history,  such  as 
the  token  featured  below.  A  three 
masted  schooner  on  one  side,  a  sailor 
with  message  of  love  on  the  other  side. 
Another  schooner  with  name,  date  and 
age. 

Two  examples  of  tokens  of  love.  The 
token  on  the  left  showing  a  cottage, 
lawn,  fence,  tree  and  a  rabbit  with  the 
verse  "Tho  Time  May  Pass  &  Years  May 
Fly  And  Every  Hope  Decay  And  Die  & 
Every  Joyful  Dream  Be  Set  But  Thee  I  Can 
Never  Forget".  Token  on  right  bears  a 


message  of  Love.  "When  This  You  See  - 
Remember  Me  -  Phebe  Taylor".  The 
other  side  -  "Love  Me  True  As  I  Do  You 


-  W.  Lawrance" 

The  practice  of  the  Love  Token  dis¬ 
appeared  in  England  in  the  mid  19th 
century  but  gained  popularity  in  the 
United  States  among  the  rumblings  of 
the  Great  Civil  War.  So  prolific  was  the 
use  of  the  U.S.  silver  dimes  as  Love  To¬ 
kens,  that  it's  rapid  use  was  executed 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in 
1909. 

There  is  a  difference  between  the 
coins  used  in  England,  the  majority  were 
on  copper  pieces  and  those  in  the  United 
States  were  on  silver.  It  apparently 
didn't  make  much  difference  whether 
the  token  was  made  from  a  coin  or  plain 
metal  blank.  The  English  Love  Token 


represented  their  depth  of  history  and 
tradition  and  since  the  English  can  trace 
their  history  back  a  thousand  years  and 
have  passed  these  traditions  on  the 
present  day  and  Americans,  of  course, 
did  not  have  this  background  or  the  tra¬ 
ditions  like  the  English  may  indicate 
why  the  U.S.  tokens  used  the  initials 
rather  than  a  more  personal  touch.  The 
majority  of  Love  Tokens  of  the  United 
States  were  on  the  silver  coins  with  some 
work  being  done  on  the  U.S.  gold  coin. 
The  tokens  of  the  United  States  were 
generally  confined  to  the  expression  of 
love  with  the  use  of  plain  initials  or 
names.  The  practice  of  cutting  out  a  de¬ 
sign  came  into  use  where  the  bust  of  the 
coin  was  left  on  and  the  field  around  it 
removed  and  sometimes  a  completely 
different  design  was  cut  out  such  as  a 
heart. 

Collecting  Love  Tokens  is  not  only 
a  challenging  part  of  numismatics  but 
also  very  aesthetic  and  a  chance  to  for¬ 
get  about  dates  and  mint  marks  and 
grading.  It's  an  opportunity  to  just  en¬ 
joy  one  of  the  faces  of  numismatics.

One  of  the  most  important  Love 
Tokens  extant  resides  in  the  Leater  Prince 
Collection  of  Raymond,  NH.  I  wrote  of 
this  fabulous  Love  Token  in  the  Decem¬ 
ber  1987  issue  of  our  society's  bulletin 
Love  Letter  #110. 

This  love  token  is  smoothed  on  both 
sides  for  dual  messages  and  the  coin's 
edge  design  tells  us  its  a  Spanish  8  rcales 
from  the  reign  of  Charles  III  1791-1808. 
The  obverse  shows  a  figure  of  a  man  and 
woman  holding  hands.  Two  hearts  with 
pierced  arrows  are  engraved  directly 
above  them.  Inside  a  scalloped  edge  are 
the  words  "WHEN  THIS  YOU  SEE  RE¬ 
MEMBER  MEE"  (sic.).  Her  initials  are 
"L.L.",  his  are  "J.W.". 

An  Exhibition  of  love  tokens  was 
held  at  the  British  Museum  for 
Valentine's  Day  in  1985.  The  name  of  the 
exhibit  was  no  less  than  "When  This  Y  ou 
See,  Remember  Me.'" 

"The  re¬ 
verse  shows  a 
sailing  ship  with 
three  masts  and 
an  English  flag. 

The  ship's  name 
Alfred  is  en¬ 


graved  below  it. 

"I  would 
like  to  think  this  gentleman  was  the  cap¬ 
tain  or  an  officer  aboard  the  Alfred ,  and 
gave  this  token  of  love  to  his  girl,  so  she 
would  never  forget  him  while  at  sea. 
Most  romantic! 

I  recall  the  difficulty  then,  trying  to 
research  what  I  assumed  was  the  En- 


glish  ship  Alfred.  This  project  has  been 
delayed  for  almost  ten  years.  Now, 
thanks  to  that  outstanding  numismatic 
researcher,  Mr.  Arnold  Rocklin  -  Weare 
of  Weare,  NH,  the  majority  of  this  Love 
Token's  mystery  has  been  solved. 

The  American  Continental  Navy 
was  founded  on  October  30th  of  1775 
and  their  first  ship  was  the  Black  Prince 
which  was  renamed  Alfred  on  Novem¬ 
ber  8th  of  1775. 

Alfred  was  fitted  out  as  a  man-of- 
war  with  fire  power  up  to  36  guns.  Alfred 
became  the  first  flagship  of  the  Conti¬ 
nental  Navy  and  was  soon  joined  by 
four  other  vessels.  They  were  Columbus, 
Cabot,  Andrew  Doria  and  Providence.  The 
first  Navy  flag,  "Union  Jack"  believed  to 
have  flown  aboard  Alfred  was  red  and 
white  striped  with  a  snake  and  bold 
words  "Don't  Tread  On  Me". 

John  Paul  Jones,  who  coined  the 
framed  phrase,  "I 
have  not  yet  be¬ 
gun  to  fight",  be¬ 
came  the  2nd 
commander  of 
Alfred  on  August 
7, 1776,  and  so  re¬ 
mained  until 
April  of  1777. 


Captain  Hinman,  the  3rd  and  last 
commanding  officer  of  Alfred  surren¬ 
dered  the  ship  on  March  9th  1778  after  a 
half  hour  battle  with  two  British  man- 
of-war  ships  Ariadne  and  Ceres.  Alfred 
was  taken  to  Barbados,  condemned  and 
sold.

In  December  1995, 
Bonham's  in  London  auctioned  off 
his  Love  Token  collection  of  almost 
4,000  pieces.  A  few  members  of  the 
Love  Token  Society  were  fortunate 
enough  to  acquire  about  100  pieces 
of  his  gorgeous  love  tokens. 

Dennis  was  instrumental  in  sup¬ 
plying  a  great  deal  of  information 
on  love  tokens  for  the  first  known 
book  on  Love  Tokens.  Examples  of 
his  knowledge  and  collection  gener¬ 
ously  appear  in  the  book,  LOVE  TO¬ 
KENS  AS  ENGRAVED  COINS.  His 
superb  cooperations,  and  interest  is 
gratefully  acknowledged  by  its  au¬ 
thor,  Lloyd  L.  Entenmann,  and  the 
excellent  warm  friendship  of  both 
Dennis  and  Marjorie  will  be  forever 
remembered.

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The  English  purchased  Alfred  which 
became,  H.M.  Ship  Alfred  in  1782.  At 
some  point  in  time  another  investigator 
will  learn  of  Alfred's  fate  after  1782  and 
possibly  the  initials  J.W.  on  the  obverse 
may  reveal  the  name  of  a  prominent 
British  Naval  Officer. 

In  Love  Token  collecting  I  have  al¬ 
ways  stressed  to  myself  that  the  engrav¬ 
ing  has  to  be  the  most  important  consid¬ 
eration  because  you're  not  buying  the 
coin  or  planchet.  You're  buying  the 
message  and  scenic  engraving. 

Hopefully,  all  the  important  exist¬ 
ing  love  tokens  will  be  exposed  to  all  of 
us  in  future  issues  of  the  Love  Letter. 
Grand  strides  too  have  occurred  for  us 
Love  Token  Collectors.

It  is  a  great  thrill  when  one  locates  a 
beautiful  and  elaborate  enamelled  love 
token  for  a  collection.  Not  only  does  one 
have  engraving,  but  also  those  added 
colors  of  the  rainbow  which  enhance  the 
beauty  of  the  pins  and  cuff  links  along 
with  other  period  pieces. 

In  the  June  1990  issue  of  the  Love 
Letter,  Mr.  Dennis  Vorley  provides  an 
informative  European  history  of  enam¬ 
elled  coins.  In  the  mid  18807 s,  the  Reign 
of  Queen  Victoria  highlighted  this  art. 
By  1920,  the  French  ended  this  era  with 
their  troops  sending  Burmese  Peacock 
Rupee's  home  from  French  Indochina, 
now  Viet  Nam,  with  enamelled  pins 
and  brooches  for  loved  ones. 

Most  enamelled  coins  found  are  gold 
or  silver,  seldom  are  both  sides  of  the 
coin  applied  with  enamel  unless  the  coin 
was  mounted  in  a  swivel  brooch  for  that 
exact  purpose. 

I  am  not  a  ware  of  any  in  depth  stud¬ 
ies  published  on  American  enamelled 
coins,  however,  that  might  have  existed 
before  European  pieces.  The  motivation 
for  this  story  is,  and  I  believe  proof  we 
had  enamelled  coins  prior  to  the  Euro¬ 
peans. 

I  recently  acquired  a  pair  of  enam¬ 
elled  blue  cuff  links  with  the  engraved 
initials  F.E.E..  The  most  unusual  silver 
cuff  attachments  to  both  Quarters  have 
a  patent  date  of  1867.  According  to  Mr. 
Vorley,  English  enamelled  coins  began 
later  that  1 867.  One  may  find  coins  dated 
earlier  in  England  but  the  patent  date  on 
the  cuff  links  is  accurate  evidence  to  our 
beginning  earlier. 


1867  was  a  very  special  year  to  the 
person  who  owned  the  cuff  links  be¬ 
cause  1867  or  S  Quarters  are  both  rare 
dates  and  sell  for  $400  in  E.F.  While 
these  are  in  the  same  class  as  an  1877 
penny  or  1885  nickel,  the  enamel  on  the 
quarters  add  far  more.  Remember  to 
always  check  the  date  and  hopefully 
you'll  be  pleasantly  surprised  too! 

My  love  token  collection  has  about 
25  enamelled  coins  and  I  enjoy  each; 
some  for  the  style  of  engraving  with 
applied  enamel,  some  for  the  colors  and 
others  for  the  coins  subject  matter.  A 
Columbian  commemorative  half  is  a 
good  example. 

Others  I  enjoy  is  a  one  dollar  gold 
coin  with  Aloha  in  black  enamel.  An 
1894  five  dollar  gold  pin  is  enamelled  in 
black  entwined  letter,  S.C.M.  My  three 
dollar  gold  piece  is  looped  and  dated 
1878,  the  3  raised  and  entwined  initials 
S.I.O.  are  enamelled  in  rose  and  lime 
gold.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  own  such  a 
professionally  engraved  love  token.  Fi¬ 
nally,  a  President  James  Garfield  gold 
mourning  token  with  the  initials  J.  B. 
engraved  with  black  enamel  on  its  re¬ 
verse.  I  have  seen  but  one  advertised  for 
sale  in  many  auction  catalogs.  A  rare 
find  indeed! 

Enamelled  trade  dollars  are  beauti¬ 
ful.  Mine  is  dated  1874  and  has  blue 
enamelled  entwined  initials  C.  D.  There 
is  light  shipping  of  the  enamel  on  the 
outer  edge  which  fortunately  does  not 
hurt  the  appearance.  I  have  never  seen 
many  silver  American  dollars  enam¬ 
elled.

Half  dollars  are  most  plentiful  be¬ 
cause  their  size  is  perfect  for  pins  or  cuff 
links.  I  have  2  pair  with  studs  and  beau¬ 
tifully  enamelled  in  blue  and  the  other 
pair  in  black.  One  pictures  a  beautiful 
lady  with  a  silk  blouse  with  the  cuff 
attachments  being  a  lovely  set  of  enam¬ 
elled  half  dollar  cuff  links. 

The  reverse  of  an  1855  half  dollar  has  red 
with  and  blue  enamel  while  another  is 
light  blue  with  the  eagle  and  all  lettering 
in  its  natural  silver  state. 

Columbian  half  dollars  haveal  ways 
been  popular  as  love  tokens  with  exten¬ 


sive  enamelling.  One  of  the  two  I  have 
has  a  browm  ship  with  white  sails/  all 
lettering  in  dark  blue  and  both 
hemisphere's  are  comprised  of  four  or 
five  colors.  The  second  half  was  gilted 
with  a  large  letter  'C'  engraved  and 
enamelled  in  blue. 

My  favorite  penny  is  an  1844  reeded 
edge  large  cent  which  has  been  gilted  in 
gold.  The  reverse  entwined  letters  are 
H.I.C.  in  red,  white  and  blue.  Perhaps 
the  reeded  edge  was  applied  so  its  proud 
owner  could  hold  and  enjoy  his  pocket 
piece  wi  thout  fear  of  dropping  his  prize.

History  of  the  Love  Token  Society 

compiled  by  Helen  Moore,  August  24, 1973 


Early  in  1971,  Helen  Moore  consid¬ 
ered  the  idea  of  an  organization  of  Love 
Token  collectors.  She  discussed  it  at  a 
Coin  Show  with  Jane  Finnell. 

Announcement  of  the  proposed  club 
was  made  through  Coin  World.  A  very 
nice  article  appeared  in  the  August  25, 
1971  edition.  Jane  Finnell  was  named 
honorary  president  and  Helen  Moore 
was  temporary  Secretary-Treasurer. 

Coin  World  also  ran  another  short 
article  March  8,  1972.  Dues  were  set  at 
$3.00  and  twenty-five  members  had  re¬ 
sponded.  Charter  membership  closed 
in  May  1972  and  the  following  officers 
were  elected  by  mail  ballot: 

President  -  Harold  S.  Beecher,  Jr., 
Vice-President  -  Mrs.  Ruth  Hammell, 
and  Secretary-Treasurer-  Miss  Helen 
Moore 

Because  no  book  on  Love  Tokens 
was  available,  members  were  asked  to 
send  the  secretary  any  articles  pertinent 
to  Love  Token  collecting.  These  were 
xeroxed  by  Bob  Mitchell  and  copies  were 
sent  to  each  member. 

At  the  moment  fifty-one  pages  of 
material  have  been  distributed.  Monthly 
bulletins  called  "Love  Letters"  have  been 
sent  out  by  the  secretary.  The  first  one 
was  mailed  May  1,  1972.  Every  other 
month  free  "Wanted"  or  "For  Sale"  ads 
have  been  included. 


In  June  1972  the  club  affiliated  with 
ANA.  Our  club  number  is  C  072724. 

Maurice  Gould,  a  club  member,  gave 
us  a  generous  plug  in  his  syndicated 
Coin  round-up  article  July  1972. 

In  August  1972  at  the  New  Orleans 
ANA  Convention,  Ruth  Hammell  ar¬ 
ranged  for  a  Love  Token  Meeting  and 
program. 

The  regular  February  14  issue  of 
Coin  World  is  usually  devoted  to  Love 
Tokens,  so  in  February  1973  another 
article  appeared  mentioning  two  goals  - 
a  slide  program  of  multiple  pieces  for 
the  ANA  visual  aids  program  and  a 
permanent  display  of  donated  Love 
Tokens  for  the  ANA  museum. 

In  May  1973  the  constitution  was 
adopted  by  a  3/4  vote.  Basically  it  ful¬ 
fills  our  need;  but  it  has  a  few  wrinkles  to 
be  ironed  out. 

Presently  membership  is  sixty.  Re¬ 
grettably  we  lost  six  charter  members 
and  two  others.  Our  aim  is  service  to  our 
members.  We  try  to  share  experiences 
and  descriptions  of  unusual  tokens  and 
achieve  our  goals. 

Financially  we  are  holding  our  own. 
We  spend  $13.00  to  $17.00  monthly  on 
secretarial  costs  -  postage,  mimeograph 
supplies.  The  August  1973  balance  is 
$142.09.

President's  J\desscuje 


Normally  this  message  would  dwell 
mainly  on  the  ANA  annual  convention, 
however,  this  year  we  were  not  able  to 
participate.  As  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Love  Token  Society  is  held  at  this 
convention,  it  has  need  moved  to  the 
FUN  Show  in  Orlando,  Florida,  in  Janu¬ 
ary  1998.  We  were  invited  to  hold  this 
meeting  at  the  Baltimore  show  in  mid 
August,  however  it  was  felt  we  would 
be  able  to  have  more  members  attend  in 
Orlando  than  in  Baltimore.  Generally 
the  ANA  convention  is  a  good  show  for 
the  Society  as  we  have  between  25  to  30 
in  attendance  at  the  meeting,  and  recruit 
5  to  10  new  members.  With  your  help, 
we  can  do  as  well  in  Orlando. 

Love  tokens  seem  to  be  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  more  frequently  lately.  I  receive  in 
the  mail  a  number  of  auction  catalogues 
for  tokens.  In  the  past,  rarely  were  there 
any  love  tokens  included,  but  lately  ev¬ 
ery  catalogue  has  a  few.  Be  careful  going 
through  the  listings  sometimes  they  are 
listed  under  the  heading  of  "Love  To¬ 
kens",  but  they  are  also  listed  under  a 


"miscellaneous"  heading.  Read  each  lot 
carefully,  as  an  item  may  not  be  de¬ 
scribed  as  a  love  token.  Don't  pay  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  estimated  price  unless  it  is 
marked  "Minimum  bid".  I  have  pur¬ 
chased  several  love  tokens  for  an  amount 
less  than  their  estimated  range. 

Since  interest  in  love  tokens  is  in¬ 
creasing,  dealers,  noting  the  increase 
are  increasing  their  asking  prices.  Where 
dimes  usually  were  between  $8.00,  to 
$10.00,  they  are  now  asking  $14.00  to 
$16.00.  Don't  be  afraid  to  negotiate,  you 
can't  lose. 

The  best  way  to  increase  interest  in 
love  tokens  is  to  ADVERTISE.  You  can 
advertise  by  word  of  mouth,  or  by  ex¬ 
hibits  in  local  coin  shows,  in  store  win¬ 
dows,  in  bank  lobbies,  etc.  For  every 
exhibit  you  make,  send  a  photograph  of 
it  with  a  notation  of  the  time  and  place 
to  our  Secretary,  and  she  will  see  that 
you  properly  receive  a  one  year  paid 
membership  in  the  Society. 

Another  way  is  to  take  one  of  your 
favorite  love  tokens,  study  it,  use  your 


imagination  as  to  what  it  could  mean. 
Refine  you  thoughts  into  an  article,  then 
send  it  to  our  Editor  for  publication  in 
our  LOVE  LETTER.  Don't  worry  about 
the  grammar  or  punctuation,  the  Editor 
will  spruce  it  up!  If  you  have  any  ques¬ 
tions  about  writing,  get  in  touch  with 
me,  and  I  will  help  you  all  I  can.

A  love  token  is  a  token  made 
from  a  coin  of  the  realm  taken  out  of 
circulation  by  the  giver,  hand 
smoothed  and  engraved  by  him  (or 
by  another  at  his  instruction)  to  be 
given  to  the  receiver  to  signify  his 
love  or  affection  or  to  commemorate 
a  specific  occasion.  Every  love  token 
was  made  for  a  specific  purpose.  It 
that  token  could  speak,  or  write,  it 
would  communicate  who  made  the 
token,  (or  had  it  made),  to  whom  it 
was  given,  and  the  reason  the  token 
was  made.  For  most  love  tokens  in 
existence  today  the  story  is  there  but 
it  does  not  reveal  all  of  the  story 
relating  to  it's  existence. 

A  great  majority  of  love  tokens 
in  existence  today  are  engraved  with 
an  initial,  or  initials,  and  often  with 
an  engraved  border  and/ or  engrav¬ 
ing  in  the  plain  field  of  the  coin. 
There  is  no  indication  as  to  who  is 
the  giver  and  receiver,  nor  why  the 
token  was  given  or  made.  However, 
if  we  so  desire,  we  can  interpret  the 
engraving  in  whatever  way  we  see 
fit.  In  other  words,  we  make  up  a 
likely  story  based  on  our  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  existing  engraving. 

Often  love  tokens  consist  of  en¬ 
graved  scenes  or  a  representation  of 
some  thing  which  refers  to  a  certain 
happening.  A  piece  like  this  is  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  a  person  with  an  imagina¬ 
tive  mind.  To  illustrate,  exhibited 
here  is  a  one  pence  copper  coin  from 
Great  Britain  dating  somewhere  in 
the  1700's. 


The  engraving  on  both  sides  of 
this  token  is  super  excellent.  The 
detail  on  the  marble  (?)  monument 
on  one  side,  and  the  table  scene  and 
window  show  remarkably  clear  de¬ 
tail.  What  is  the  story  of  this  token? 
On  both  sides  there  is  shown  a  man 
and  a  woman  with  each  of  their  ini¬ 
tials  shown  on  both  sides.  On  one 
side  there  is  a  large  marble  (?)  monu¬ 
ment  with  an  urn  on  the  top.  The 
monument  has  an  oval  engraved  in 
the  center  of 
it,  inside  the 
oval  is  en¬ 
graved  "In  / 

Memory  / 

T.D."  A 
woman, 
dressed  in  a 
long  gown 
with  a  brimmed  hat,  is  standing  on 
the  left  side  of  the  monument,  hold¬ 
ing  a  bottle  in  her  left  hand  over  the 
monument.  Above  her  figure  is  en¬ 
graved  her  initials  "LH".  On  the 
opposite  side,  is  a  gentleman,  dressed 
in  an  overcoat  and  top  hat,  with  his 
right  hand  extended  over  the  monu¬ 
ment  with  the  palm  up,  and  his  left 
hand  partially  bent  holding  a  walk¬ 
ing  stick.  Above  his  figure  are  en¬ 
graved  his  initials.  At  the  bottom, 
under  the  monument  are  the  initials 
"L-D-F". 

On  the  other  side,  at  a  table  in 
front  of  a  draped  window  the  same 
dressed  woman  is  sitting  on  the  lap

of  the  same  dressed  man  on  the  left 
side  of  the  table,  he  is  holding  a  wine 
glass  downward  in  his  right  hand, 
while  she  has  her  right  hand  on  his 
shoulder.  On  the  table  is  an  empty 
wine  glass  on  the  left  in  front  of  the 
couple,  and  a  long  stem  pipe  on  the 
right  side  of 
the  table. 

The  initials 
"LH  TD" 
are  beneath 
the  couple 
and  the 
table. 

What  is 

the  significance  of  this  token  and 
why  was  it  made?  Use  your  imagi¬ 
nation!  Study  both  sides,  what  is  the 
connection?  It  is  obvious  the 
woman's  initials  are  "LH"  and  the 
man's  are  "TD"  which  is  also  the 
initials  on  the  monument  side.  One 
assumption  would  be  the  man  and 
the  deceased  are  close  relatives  -  - 
brothers?  Father  and  son.  Uncle  and 
nephew?  How  about  the  woman?  A 
married  sister?  Girlfriend  of  de¬ 
ceased,  or  a  girlfriend  of  a  brother. 


Mother  (married  a  second  time  a 
cousin  to  both?  It  is  obvious  there  are 
many  combinations  that  can  be  as¬ 
sumed  here. 

The  other  side  of  the  token  shows 
the  same  man  and  woman  as  the  first 
side,  however  the  woman  is  sitting 
on  the  lap  of  the  man.  Her  right  hand 
is  extended  downward  and  has  a 
glass  in  it.  On  the  table  on  the  front 
left  corner  is  an  empty  glass.  In  the 
center  of  the  table  is  a  punch  bowl 
and  ladle.  On  the  front  right  hand 
corner  is  a  long  stem  clay  (?)  pipe.  All 
of  this  detail  must  have  some  mean¬ 
ing  to  the  occasion,  but  what? 

From  all  the  above  information 
it  is  obvious  that  the  token  was  made 
to  commemorate  some  important  oc¬ 
casion,  but  what?  There  are  numer¬ 
ous  occasions  that  can  be  assumed. 
For  example,  here  is  one. 

The  monument  was  erected  to 
commemorate  the  death  of  one  Tho¬ 
mas  Dingle  on  the  first  anniversary 
of  his  death,  although  what  is  miss¬ 
ing  are  the  dates  of  birth  and  death. 
Viewing  the  monument  at  the  cem¬ 
etery  are  the  deceased's  sister  (LH) 
Lillian  Hauptmann  (now  married) 
and  Brother  (TD)  Theodore  Dingle.

Since  the  entire  family  was  consis¬ 
tently  fond  of  the  bottle,  it  was  only 
fitting  to  have  a  toast  at  the  grave 
site.  The  three  initials  beneath  the 
monument  of  the  token  (L-D-F)  are 
the  initials  of  the  three  remaining 
siblings  (Lillian,  David,  and 
Franklin).  David  Dingle  is  not  shown 
on  either  side  as  he  was  not  able  to 
attend  the  ceremony.  All  of  this  is 
shown  on  the  one  side  of  the  token. 

The  scene  on  the  other  side  of  the 
token  depicts  a  sort  of  "wake"  held 
at  a  local  tavern  near  the  cemetery. 
The  punch  bowl  on  the  table  was 
full,  now  empty,  would  indicate  why 
Lillian  was  sitting  of  Theodore's  lap, 
having  had  a  bit  more  to  drink  than 
her  system  could  handle,  since  her 
glass  is  sitting  on  the  table.  The  pipe 
on  the  table  indicates  that  the  family 
chain  has  been  severed  by  the  death 
of  Brother  Thomas.  Three  copies  of 
the  token  were  made,  each  remain¬ 
ing  sibling  having  one. 

Now,  if  you  do  not  like  that  in¬ 
terpretation,  sit  down  and  write  your 
own.

Artists  are  playful  people.  They 
like  to  experiment,  to  try  out  new 
ways  of  doing  things,  to  try  to  im¬ 
prove  their  techniques,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  to  show  off  their  newly 
acquired  or  developed  skills.  The 
results  of  this  play  are  usually  seen 
as  finished  products,  pieces  which 
show  the  skill  of  the  artist  at  its  high¬ 
est,  most  finished  state  of  develop¬ 
ment.  Rarely  does  one  see  a  "chip" 
from  a  master's  workbench.  When 
the  artist  has  done 
his  work,  the 
"chips"  are  usually 
discarded. 

But  in  the  case 
of  this  1899  nickel, 
one  meets  with  an 
exception  to  this 
rule.  What  we 
have  here  appears  to  be  a  piece  of 
apprentice  work,  a  piece  of  engrav¬ 
ing  done  to  fine-tune  engraving 
skills,  but  not  a  finished  work.  Not 
only  have  the  rims  (both  sides)  and 
coin  edge  been  skillfully  and  artisti¬ 
cally  engraved  (and  one  marvels  at 


the  skill  displayed),  but  the  letter- 
numeral  "V"  and  the  wreath  on  re¬ 
verse  have  also  (in  part)  be  re-en¬ 
graved. 

The  piece  was  acquired  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  but  no  information  about 
its  manufacture  was  available.  Who 
the  artist  was  is  also  unknown.  What 
the  artist  reveals  about  him/herself 
is  the  professionalism  of  a  master 
and  the  accomplishment  of  a  skilled 
hand  in  a  very  tight  place.  The  plea¬ 
sure  it  gives  to  the 
beholder  results 
from  the  fact  that 
the  work  is  so 
good .  Y et  the  very 
goodness  of  the 
work  points  up 
the  unfinished  na¬ 
ture  of  the  piece. 
What  is  done  is  very  well  done  in¬ 
deed,  but  what  is  unfinished  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  piece  was  a  jeu  d  'espirit

The  dealer  bought  it  "for  a  few  dollars",  sold  it  for  $100  later, 
then  bought  it  back  again  for  $75.  It  is  a  beautiful  piece.
